While most Ohio farmers are 


praying for rain, R. H. Morrish, 
agronomist, soil conservation ser- 
vice, says that land owners should 
make provisions to protect their 
fields from the destruction of win- 
ter storms which cannot aid crops 
but which do cause severe erosion. 


Lack of water during the grow- 


ing season has prevented the usual 
amount of plant growth on most 
Ohio soils. Pasture conditions are 
so bad that most of the fields have 
been overgrazed and the covering 
of grass will be thinner than usual. 
All these factors will combine to 
make conditions favorable for ero- 
sion during late fall and winter 
downpours. 


Oats, wheat, or rye will serve 


to protect fields which can • be 
planted to these common grains.

He had named Tyler, Dr. Pedar 
Brugiere, Mrs. McCarter's first 
husband, the present Mrs. Brugi- 
ere, and Brugiere's sister-in-law, 
as parties to the conspiracy. 


He gained only two admissions 


from Tyler. Miss Hewitt's attor- 
ney admitted that he was ac- 
quainted with the Brugieres.

The ster- 
ilization operation was performed 
on Miss Hewitt in the Dante san- 
itarium, Aug. 12, 1934, soon after 
her 20th birthday. Tyler said that 
Dr. Boyd had attempted to con- 
ceal the nature of the operation 
and had altered his records.

ARMY IN FLOOD CONTROL DISPUTE 
TOTASHINGTON—The President's 
in- 


*^ 
spection of flood control projects has 


obscured the controversy that has been 
raging hot and heavy among experts of 
this administration—and .previous admin- 
istrations—regarding best means of flood 
control. 


Chief dispute is between the Army en- 


gineers on one hand, and agriculture and 
conservation experts on the other. 


The Army claims that the most practi- 


cal moan?, of flood control is by building 
dikes and deepening channels in order to 
shoot the flood water through to the sea 
in a hurry. 


Conservation experts, on the other hand, 


claim that reforestation, dams and artifi- 
cial reservoirs to store the water are the 
best flood solution. 


Between these two groups, Roosevelt is 


inclined to side with the conservationists 
—so also is Congress. 


TOO EXPENSIVE 


The controversy of experts continues, 


however, the Army engineers making the 
following points: 


1. That reservoirs are too expensive, re- 


quiring millions of dollars to buy dam sites 
and land to be flooded. 


2. Also, dams are ineffective because the 


inhabitants living in towns just below them 
will not permit a heavy load to accumu- 
late. They have to be opened just when 
the retention of water is most necessary to 
prevent floods. 


3. Reforestation, according to Army en- 


gineers, also is the bunk. Worst floods oc- 
cur in the early spring when the ground 
is frozen solid and incapable of any ab- 
sorption. Also, the worst floods on record 
have occurred when the land was covered 
with forests—particularly the Mississippi 
flood of 1844. 


Conservationists retort that the Army's 


plan of quick run-off of water through 
deep channels would carry millions of tons 
of irreplaceable top soil into the sea. They 
claim that money spent for dams and res- 
ervoirs now will mean big dividends to fu- 
ture generations. 


COMBINATION OF CONTROL 


The last flood control bill voted by Con 


gress—$310,000,000—sided with the con- 
servationists. It provided for 200 projects 
most of them small dams.

Readers Ask for Care of Chronic Inebriety 


Dr. Cl«nd«ning

I HAVE had two letters from 


two widely separated parts of the 
country on the same subject. 


"Is there a permanent cure for 


inebriety? 
If 


so, can it be 
a d m inistered 
in the home?" 
says one from 
one of the 
wettest cities 
in the coun- 
try. 


"Is t h e r e 


any 
kind of 


drug that can 
be put in the 
food or drink 
to s t o p "or 
cure the liquor 
habit?" asks 
another 
from 


one of the dryest states in the 
Union. So where they are doesn't 
make any difference if they want 
to get It. 


I think It is fair to say that 


chronic 
alcoholism 
cannot 
be 


'stopped with drugs alone. 
There 


la nothing that can be put Into the 
food or drink that will take away 
the appetite for any length of 
time. 


"Is there nothing that can be 


given unbeknown to the drinker?" 


The question is even more im- 


portant than the other and even 
more emphatically can it be said 
that no cure of chronic alcoholism 
can be administered "unbeknown" 
to the alcoholic. There is no med- 
ical condition—and this is a med- 
ical condition just as much as 
typhoid fever—that requires the 
co-operation of the patient as com- 
pletely as a drink cure. 


In the treatment of alcoholism 


we must distinguish between sev- 
eral forms of inebriation. There is 
the fellow who is Just plain drunk 


—acutely drunk. There have been 
methods of examination used late- 
ly to tell how drunk such a person 
is, but when he gets to a certain 
stage they aren't necessary. The 
next morning after he has 1-eft it 
off he will feel terrible, but if he 
has will power enough to let the 
next 24 hours get by he will be all 
right. 


If, however, he decides to brace 


up with a drink or two—saying 
something about the hair of the 
dog that bit him—he will be in 
danger of going into a second 
stage—the bender of several days' 
or weeks' duration. 
This needs 


careful medical care. 
Delirium 


tremens occurs not from too much 
drinking but from sudden with- 
drawal, and experienced medical 
care considers this. 


The other type of drinker is the 


regular daily one. Here a distinc- 
tion recently made is worth con- 
sidering. 
The director of a sani- 


tarium says that a man Is not a 
drunkard so long as he gets up 
in the morning and does his work.' 
If he is sober until 6 p. m., he does 
not need treatment and treatment 
will not do him any good. 
• 


It is the daily drinker who starts 


in the morning and is never either, 
drunk or sober who is the real 
alcoholic problem. And he must 
be treated in a sanitarium by phy- 
chological methods. The cure, to 
be permanent, requires about a. 
year's time.
